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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 8, 1 5, 24 and 25 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
"within arm's reach" is vague and can have different meanings as it depends on whose 
arm is near the bin. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 24 is objected to because of the following informalities: There is a period 
and a comma in the middle of line 9 of the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claim 30 is objected to because of the following informalities: There is lack of 
antecedent basis for "said prepackaged sets" in line 1 1 of the claim. Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the 
art, in conjunction with all the other limitations of the claims: 
With respect to claim 1 and all its dependencies: 

• A method for operating a tattoo studio comprising the steps of identifying a 
bin designator to locate a storage bin containing a tattoo stencil from a 
schedule that is associated with a product display unit comprising the 
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tattoo designs, scanning a barcode at the storage bin that is associated 
with a stencil, scanning at least a second barcode that is associated with a 
tattoo enhancement and registering a sale based on a price that is 
determined by the scanning steps 
With respect to claim 1 1 and all its dependencies: 

• A method for operating a tattoo studio comprising the steps of identifying a 
bin designator to locate a storage bin containing a tattoo stencil providing 
a tattoo design selected by a customer, scanning a barcode that is 
associated with the selected stencil, registering a sale based on a price 
that is determined by the scanning step and providing a receipt that 
includes at least a total cost and tattoo care instructions 

With respect to claim 24 and all its dependencies: 

• A tattoo studio kit comprising a display unit of tattoo designs, a bin 
designator schedule that identifies a bin where a stencil for a tattoo design 
is stored, a barcode disposed by the bin and corresponding to one of the 
designs, at least a second barcode that is associated with a tattoo 
enhancement and a scanner that is connected to a cash register system 
to read the barcodes and register a sale based on a price that is 
determined by the barcodes 

With respect to claim 25 and all its dependencies: 

• A tattoo studio kit comprising a display unit of tattoo designs, a bin 
designator schedule that identifies a bin where a stencil for a tattoo design 
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is stored, at least one barcode disposed by the bin and corresponding to 
one of the designs and a scanner that is connected to a cash register 
system to read the barcodes and register a sale based on a price that is 
determined by the barcodes 
With respect to claim 30 and all its dependencies: 

• A method for operating a tattoo studio comprising the steps of determining 
a bin designator based on the selection of a tattoo design from a 
customer, using the bin designator to locate a storage bin that contains 
the selected stencil, scanning a barcode associated with the selected 
stencil, registering a sale based on a price determined by the scanning 
and verifying that a recorded number of a particular type of stencils that 
remain in inventory correlates to an actual number of stencils remaining in 
inventory by calculating a match code and comparing the code with the 
number of stencils remaining in an opened one of the prepackaged sets
